Be it enacted by the Legislative. Assembly of the. Territory of Minnesota:

SBCTIOK 1. That Henry Cali, Julius Mendleson, Abraham
Greensald, Henry Marks, S. Josephs, S. E. Becket, and their

Corporator successors in office, and such other persons as are now or
hereafter may bo associated with them for that purpose, aro
hereby constituted a body corporate, by the name and stylo

Name °f Mount Zion Hebrew Association of the City of Saint Paul,
and by that name and style shall have perpetual succession
and a common seal.

SEC. 2. That said corporation shall have power to acquire
land for the use of a synagogue, a parsonage, a school house

Aoqolp* land an(j a burial place; and may erect all necessary buildings
and enclosures thereon, may make and ordain such constitut-
ion, by-laws and regulations for their government, aa they
may deem necessary, not inconsistent with the Constitution
of the United States, or the Organic Act of this Territory;

may be enforced against them; and such property shall bo
free from taxation to the amount of thirty thousand dollars.

SEC. 3. That all engagements and obligations undertaken

CHAPTER XXXII.

An Act to Incorporate the Rector, Wardens and Vestry-
men of the Church of Getfa&nane in Minneapofa.

Be it enacted by the Legislative Assembly of the Territory of Minnesota :

SECT-IDS 1. That Henry T. Wells and Marcus L. Olds, War-
dens, and William J. Parsons, Isaac Atwater and Alfred E.
Ames, VerstymeD, of the Church of Gcthsemano, in Minne-
apolis, in this Territory, and their successors in office, and
such Rector Wardens and Vestrymen as may bo hereafter
elected, and their successors in office, bo and they are hereby
created a body politic and corporate, with perpetual succes-
sion, by the name and style of the Rector, Wardens and Ves-
trymen of the Churcb of Gethsemane, and in their said cor-
porate name may contract and bo contracted with, may sue
and be sued, plead and be impleaded in all courts of law or
equity, may have, keep and use a common seal, and change or
renew the same at pleasure, may acquire and receive by gift
or purchase, or otherwise hold> possess, use, occupy, enjoy
and convey, or otherwise dispose of real and personal es-
tate, and may make such by-laws, rules ond regulations aa
they may deem best: Provided, That such by-laws, rules and
regulations, do not conflict with tho Constitution of the United
